THE  CONSOLIDATION  COAL  COMPANY

By  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century  the  Consolidation  Coal  Company  had  grown 
until  It  was  the  largest  bituminous  coal  company  in  the  United  States.  The  company 
stated  that  it  was  Incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Maryland  on  March  9,  i860  hut 
historians  generally  date  Its  operations  from  1864.  Headquarters  were  established 
in  Baltimore  to  avoid  the  hostility  directed  toward  absentee  ownership  of  mines  by 
"New  York  capitalists."  The  location  was  appropriate  since  Consolidation  operated 
mines  In  Maryland.  Nevertheless,  among  the  first  directors  were  New  York  and 
Massachusetts  men:  Erastus  Corning,  a  New  York  railroad  magnate;  Warren  Delano  and 
James  Roosevelt  of  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's  family.  Warren  Delano  later  founded 
the  Kentenia  Corporation  in  the  early  1900s. which  owned  over  25*000  acres  of  coal 
lands,  primarily  in  Harlan  County,  Kentucky.  The  directors  from  Massachusetts  were 
John  Murray  Forbes  and  John  F.  Winslow  of  Boston.  Forbes  was  a  railroad  builder 
while  Winslow's  iron  company  built  the  "Monitor"  of  Civil  War  fame.  Gordon  Dodrill 
"20,000  Coal  Company  Stores"  lists  seven  Consolidation  Coal  Co.  mines  in  Maryland 
but  there  were  at  least  a  couple  more  (Hoffman  and  New  Hope).  Although  this  is 
getting  ahead  of  my  story,  the  Maryland  Division  was  sold  or  leased  in  1944.  The 
U.S.  Navy  and  shipping  lines  such  as  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Co.  were  large 
users  of  Maryland  coal  which  came  largely  from  the  Georges  Creek  area. 

A  primary  focus  of  this  article  is  a  prospectus  1  have  for  bonds  offered  by  the 
Consolidation  Coal  Co.  In  1911.  The  map  reproduced  from  this  prospectus  gives  an 
idea  of  Consolidation  holdings  in  1910.  The  prospectus  mentions  a  number  of  things 
I  found  of  interest  which  1  will  repeat  here.  First  of  all  should  be  noted  that 
in  addition  to  operating  mines  under  its  own  name,  Consolidation  also  owned  or 
controlled  through  stock  holdings  the  Somerset  Coal  Co.  (Pa.);  Fairmont  Coal  Co. 
(W.Va.);  Clarksburg  Fuel  Co.  (W.Va.);  Southern  Coal  S  Transportation  Co.  (W.Va.); 
Pittsburgh  and  Fairmont  Fuel  Co.  (W.Va.);  Metropolitan  Coal  Co.  (Boston);  North 
Western  Fuel  Co.  (St.  Paul,  Minn.).  The  last  two  companies  named  were  coal  yards. 
In  all.  Consolidation  at  that  time  had  major  coal  yards  in  11  cities..  The  company 
also  owned  the  Cumberland  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  (sold  to  Western  Maryland 
Railroad  in  1944  when  the  Maryland  Division  was  discontinued). 

The  prospectus  further,  states- that  the  bonds,  which  would  be  dated  December  1, 
1910,  were  to  retire  certain  other  bonds  and  for  the  development  of  *the  Elkhorn 
field  in  eastern  Kentucky  to  which  Consolidation  had  recently  obtained  mining 
rights.  The  first  issue  of  bonds  was  for  $9,000,000  and  represented  a  lien  on 
296,754  acres.  It  was  estimated  that  altogether  the  holdings  of  the  company 
could  produce  a  total  of  2,150, 000, 0b0  gross  tons  of  coal,  enough  to  last  more 
than  200  years.  ‘Annual  production  of  the  company  in  1910  was  about  9,400,000  tons.

According  to  thfe  prospectus,  Consolidation  operated  70  bituminous  coal  mines 
in  1910,  located  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  West  Virginia  and  Kentucky.  The 
bonds  were  to  be  retired  from  a  sinking  fund  of  two  to  five  cents  per  ton  on  all 
coal  mined.  This  is  interesting  when  one  considers  that  at  that  time  Consolidation 
(and  other  companies)  were  paying  miners  in  the  neighborhood  of  50  to  65  cents 
per  ton  to  mine  coal  and  out  of  that  amount  came  the  miner's  expenses  for  powder, 
rent,  blacksml thing ,  lamp  oil,  plus  clothing  and  food  at  the  high-priced  company 
store.  To  which  can  be  added  other  incidentals  such  as  the  company  doctor.

In  addition  to  the  lands  to  which  Consolidation  had  rights,  the  prospectus 
lists  over  $21  million  in  tangible  assets  among  which  are  mentioned  mining 
equipment,  tugs,  barges,  mine  cars  and  employees'  houses.  Mention 
that  the  company  had  paid  dividends  for  over  25  years.  Obvious  y,qui  e  ^ 
fortunes  were  made  by  major  owners  of  coal  company  stocks  an  .  th 

when  wages  were  low.  A  lot  has  changed  since  then  but  current  strikes 
coal  fields  indicate  that  past  exploitation  hasn't  been  forgotten. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  coal  companies  did  not  always  have  Pro!!*f  I*  **ndat 
Collectors  of  coal  scrip  will  be. familiar  with  some  of  the  tokens  f^^r trustees 
Coal  Co.  which  mention  that  the  mines  are  being  operated  by  receivers  or  trustees. 
Consolidation  Coal  Co.  went  through  a  77-B  bankruptcy  in  1935  and  new  stock 

certificates  were  issued  which  indicated  that  the  company  was  ^Certificate 

trustees.  The  illustration  is  from  the  top  of  a  temporary  voting  trust  cert  fi cate 
The  body  of  the  certificate  is  not  shown  as  it  contains  a  long  printed  ins  p 
in  small  type.  Prior  to  bankruptcy,  Consolidation  had  come  under  the 
the  Rockefellers  who  sold  their  interests  at  a  heavy  loss. 


Between  1925  and  1940  the  Consolidation  Coal  Co.  and  Pittsburgh  Coal  Co.  lost 
$100  million.  This  reversal  of 'fortunes  for  these  two  major  coal  firms  was  largely 
due  to  the  rise  of  oil  as  a  fuel.  In *1911  Winston  Churchi 1 1  called'for  the  con¬ 
version  of  Britain's  huge  navy  from  coal  to  oil  and  the  United  States  subsequently 
did  likewise.  A  greater  blow  was  the  conversion  of  railroad  locomotives  and  home 
heating  to  oil.  Control  by  oil  companies  of  foreign  oil  fields  kept  the  price  of 
oil  art  if  leal  IV  low  until  the  OPEC  Became  a  powerful  force  i  r»  the  1960s  and  1970s.

The  aforementioned  Pittsburgh  Coal  Co.,  which  was  owned  by.  it  be  wealthy  Mellon 
banking  family,  mdrged  with  Consolidation  in  19^5*  Also  included  in  the  merger 
was  the  Monongahela  River  Consolidated  Coal  and  Coke  Co.  George  H.Love,  whose 
family  owned  the  Union  Collieries  and  who  had  close  ties  with  the  M.  A.  Hanna  Co., 
became  president  of  the  merged  company.  Both  the  Union  Col  1 ieries  and  most  of 
Hanna's  coal  properties  became  a  part  of  Consolidation.  A  number  of  smaller  com¬ 
panies  were  also  obtained,  among  the  best  known  being  the  Pocahontas  Fuel  Co.  of 
Virginia  in  1956  and  the  Truax-Traer  Coal  Co.  of  Chicago  in  1962.  A  close  parti¬ 
cipant  in  these  events  was  George  M.  Humphrey,  who  had  been  president  of  the  M.  A. 
Hanna  Co.  since  1929.  He  became  President  Eisenhower's  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 


George  H.  Love  proved  to  be  a  very  successful  coal  company  official.  After  he 
took  over  Consolidation  Coal  Co.,  he  quickly  turned  losses  into  profits.  In  his 
first  three  full -year  period  of  19^6-19^8,  the  company  made  more  than  $**0  million 
Love  began  modernization  of  the  mines  and  installed  new  machinery  for  mechanical 
production.  He  also  sought  to  develop  facilities  for  the  conversion  of  coal  into 
gas  for  heating  and  gasoline  for  cars.  The  process  has  been  known  for  more  than 
50  years,  Germany  having  very  successfully  depended  upon  It  during  World  War  II 
until  saturation  bombing  knocked  out  too  many  plants  and  railroads.  However,  in 
the  United  States,  millions  in  taxpayer  dollars  have  been  wasted  on  further  . 
development  since  interest  only  rises  during  periods  of  gasoline  shortages.  So 
long  as  foreign  oil  is  available  at  a  price  that  is  less  than  that  of  gasoline 
produced  from  coal,  very  little  of  our  huge  coal  resources  will  ever  be  utilized 
in  making  the  United  States  independent  of  foreign  oil. 

It  should  perhaps  be  noted  that  George  H.  Love  and  John  L.  Lewis  were  good 
friends.  By  the  1950s  Lewis  was  no  longer  the  militant  crusader  for  the  miners 
that  he  had  been  in  the  1930s  and  1940s.  In  his  later  years  Lewis  had  a  public 
and  a  private  face--in  public  he  gave  his  rousing  talks  for  the  miners  but  in 
private  he  enjoyed  the  company  of  wealthy  coal  operators  and  industrialists. 

Consolidation  ended  as  an  independent  coal  company  in  1967  when  a  merger 
was  completed  with  the  Continental  Oil  Co.  (Conoco)  of  which  it  became  a  sub¬ 
sidiary.  Conoco  in  turn  was  merged  into  DuPont  in  1981.  The  coal  operations, 
which  are  now  headquartered  in  Pittsburgh,  include  mines  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Alberta,  Canada.  The  company  continues  to  expand,  having  acquired 
Inland  Steel  Coal  Co.  and  Sierra  Coal  Co.  in  1986.  -  Consolidation  may  no  longer 
be  an  independent  company  but  it  is  still  one  of  the  world's  largest  coal  firms.

Scrip  collectors  join  to  preserve  company  currency

FAYETTEVILLE  -  What  began  as  a 
Fayetteville  man’s  attempt  to  preserve  a 
slice  of  coalfield  history  has  grown  into  a 
national  organization  devoted  to  scrip. 

Members  of  the  National  Scrip  Collec¬ 
tors  Association  will  converge  on  the  Oak 
Hill  Holiday  Inn  Saturday  for  thein  fall 
convention  to  buy,  sell,  and  trade  coal, 
lumber,  and  other  manufacturing  scrip 
and  mining  artifacts. 

Although  the  group  now  numbers 
nearly  2,000,  at  one  time  Secretary-Trea¬ 
surer  Walter  Caldwell  did  not  realize  any¬ 
one  else  was  interested  in  scrip  —  money

issued  by  companies  to  their  employees 
for  use  in  company  stores. 

Caldwell,  a  Fayetteville  businessman, 
said  be  became  interested  when  he  found 
a  few  pieces  of  scrip  lying  around  the 
house,  left  by  his  father,  the  late  J.  Ray 
Caldwell,  who  worked  at  a  company  store 
at.Brown. 

‘‘With  the  idea  in  mind  of  preserving  the 
currency  before  it  all  disappeared,  Cald¬ 
well  began  advertising  in  the  Charleston 
and  Beckley  newspapers  to  locate  more 
scrip. 

He  came  in  contact  with  a  man  id 
Charleston  and  one  in  Kentucky  who  col¬ 
lected  scrip,  and  they  began  meeting  and 
locating  other  collectors.  In  1972  the 


group  officially  organized,  with  Caldwell 
as  its  first  president 
Over  the  years  members  broadened  the 
group’s  scope  to  include  collecting  of  lum¬ 
ber  company  store  tokens  and  later,  all 
tokens  issued  by  mining  and  manufactur¬ 
ing  companies.  Cooperatively,  members 
published  two  catalogs  on  scrip,  which  in¬ 
clude  information  about  16,000  different 

‘>&*r  volume '  deals  with  lumber 
scrip,  and  an  upcoming  volume  will  cover 
explosive  control  tokens  given  to  miners 
to  be  exchanged  at  the  powderhouse  for 
explosives.
